(By Cable to The Chicago Tribune.) 

LONDON, July 4, 3 a. m.—A correspond- 
ent writing from the front on the Somme 
river says: | : 

*‘ A battlefield not yet swept of its débris 
—and this one will take years to sweep— 
is.not a place to be visited with pleasure, 
but it serves as a tribute to the great gal- 
lantry and endurance of the soldiers. 

* What the Germans have gone through 
can scarcely be described. Their trench 
de luxe near the side of Mametz village is 
virtually filled in by our shell fire. Many 
dugouts are completely blocked. Into 
others, where doorways were clear, our 
stretcher bearers descended by flights of 
twenty or twenty-five steps to find at the 


bottom heaps of dead and a few living. 


“It was a task of both delicacy and 
strength to rescue these wounded from 
the dead, lift them up the broken, ner- 
rowed stairway, and carry them back to 
a dressing station. 

“One cannot estimate the German. 
dead over the whole line, but if Mametz 
is a measure, their losses are huge.” 


Men Who Led Fighting. 

The British troops which stand out most 
prominently in today’s stories of the fight- 
ing in Picardy {the Somme region] are the 
Gordon Highlanders, the Ulster division 
of Irishmen, and the regiments at Mont- 
auban, recruited largely from the clerks 
of the Lancashire towns. ‘ 

The Gordon Highlanders suffered heavy 
losses from machine gunfire in capturing 
Mametz, where occurred what was per- 
haps the bloodiest fighting of the whole 
British advance. The conduct of the Ul- 
ster troops receives this tribute: 

“They acquitted themselves magnifi- 
cently and their work has received gen- 
erous testimony not only from higher 
officers of corps but, what perhaps counts: 
even more, from troops engaged on their 
immediate left.” 

A story of the Highlanders’ ey is 
told by one of the survivors. ~< 


| “ The Kilties led the charge,” he said. 
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“They swent over the ground and car- 
ried the first line of battered trenches 
without a single man falling. In the 
outskirts of the village, however, the 
Germans had concealed a. number of 
machine guns, and a hurricane of lead 
was poured into those in advance. But 
the Gordons never hesitated. They 
leaped into the trenches, clearing line 
after line at the bayonet point; then 
pushed into the village, although it was 
still being shelled by artillery. As soon 
as they gained a foothold, the elevation 
of the guns was altered and a curtain of 
fire poured dn to the ground behind, 
where the enemy supports were massing. 

** Every yard of the village streets was 
contested, but reinforcements pushed up 
and by nightfall the Highlanders had full 
possession.”’ 


Clerks Make Good Troops. 

The work of the Lancashire clerks at 
Montauban is described as follows by 
the correspondent of the Daily. Mail: 

*“* Merit is not to be judged only by suc- 


cess and nobody wishes to compare or. 


contrast merits. Everywhere the infan- 
try fought finely, but all England will 
rejoice to hear that one of the farthest 
points of advance was reached and the 
most violent counter attacks repulsed by 
the regiments of Lancashire clerks. 

“ They were comparatively new troops, 
men who had little or no experience 
either of country life or of physical 
work, but they fought like regulars, with 
dash, infinite grit, endurance, and, more- 


over, gayety. What a sight it must have 


been to see those clerks drive the enemy 
from his commanding, hill and crucial 
position! 

“The troops at their flank who fought 
with them and made good their great ad- 
vance were farmers’ boys from half a 
dozen midland counties. Town and coun- 
try, office and field shook hands in that 
great fight and various extremes of Eng- 
lish life and blood proved their equality 
as notably as at Agincourt or Waterloo.” 

Captives Again Get Away. 

A new German war ruse is described ina 
Daily News dispatch, which says that at 
one place a large number of Germans 
came out of their dugouts holding up their 
hands and waving white flage. They were 
rounded up and left under guard... 

After the main body of the British 
troops had gone on more Germans poured 
out of their burrows, outnumbered and 
overpowered the guard, released the pris- 
oners and began attacking the British 
troops from the rear. 


Wounded Tell of Battle. 

Several special trains loaded with 
wounded from the battlefield in France 
arrived at the three principal London 
stations last evening. Great crowds as- 
sembled at the approaches to the stations 
and cheered the men, most of whom had 
been wounded during the fighting on 
Saturday. 

In a few cases the men were still so 
dazed that they were unable to tell what 
day it was, but in a majority of the cases 
their condition was not serious. 

Most of them were victims of the bayo-

Washington, D. C., July 3.—(Spe- 
cial. ]—With President Wilson seriously 
considering the recall of the 
are confident tonight that they have suc- 
ceeded in averting war between the 
United States and Mexico. 

Although the administration refused 
to receive an offer of mediation from the 
South American republics, impressive 
representations clothed with the utmost 
secrecy have been made by the Latin 
envoys in the last week to both Presi- 
dent Wilson and First Chief Carranza, 

WHAT HAS BEEN DONE. 
Here is what the pan-American diplo- 

mats have accomplished up to date: 

Obtained the release by Carranza 
of the American troopers captured 
in the Carrizal battle. 

Induced President Wilson to re- 
tire Gen. Pershing’s army from the 
interior of Mexico to a point withiu 
seventy-five miles of the border. 

Obtained from Carranza a prom- 
ise that he will advise with the 
Latin American republics before re- 
plying to the president’s ultimatum. 

Obtained from the president as- 
surances that he will withdraw the 
American troops from Mexico as 
soon as Carranza manifests ability 
to safeguard the border. 

ASK FURTHER AGREEMENT. 

The envoys of the Latin-American pow- 
ers, headed by Ambassador Naon of Ar- 
gentina, are now endeavoring to induce 
President Wilson and Gen. Carranza to 
agree on a plan providing for the joint 
policing by American and Mexican troops 
of a zone in Mexico contiguous to the 
border. 

John Barrett, director general of tite 
Pan-American union, made it known to- 
day that Carranza released the Ameri- 
can prisoners captured at Carrizal as the 
result of the representations of the Latin- 
American diplomats at Washington. 

Any determination which Carranza had 
of precipitating trouble by a defiant re- 
fusal of the preaident’s last demands has 
been checked by the envoys and assur- 
ances have reached Washington that the 
Mexican first chief will be guided by their 
advice. ! 


JOINT BORDER GUARD. 

The question of protecting the border 
against future raids has been raised by 
the Un.ted States. It is understood that 
Carranza is willing to consider some joint 
arrangement for border protection pro- 


It has been represented by 
Ambassador Naon that the chances of 
further border raids would be practically 
nil provided his zone policing pian were 
put into execution, especially after the 
arrival of the United States militia on 
the border.

Pershing Draws Back. 

The retirement of Pershing from Nami- 
quipa to Colonia Dublan was confirmed 
today by the admission of the war depart- 
ment. It was denied that this move is 
preliminary to complete withdrawal of 
the troops. 

The fact is, however, that the genera! 
staff of the army has recommended the 
complete withdrawal of the troops from 
Mexico if it is not the intention of the 
adminstration to safeguard the border 
by occupying a zone of Mexican territory. 
As matters now stand, the staff sees no 
military purpose to be gained by main- 
taining the Pershing force of 15,000 men 
in an exposed position. 

Moreover, the plan of invasion of Mexi- 
co, in the event of war, does not call for 
an expedition at the point held by Persh- 
ing. 

The state department has opposed the 
general staff's withdrawal recommenda- 
tion on the ground that the diplomatic 
effect of the action would be detrimental 
because it would convince the Mexicans 
that the United vances is afraid to hold its 
ground. 

Democratic sisintet also fear the po- 
litical effect of withdrawing the troops. 


Army Is Getting Ready. 

While the attitude of the diplomatic 

end of the United States government was 
etill inclining toward peace with Mexico 
today, the military was continuing on a 
large scale its preparation for possible 
war.

- @@ possible all regiments of the army 
and. militia would be supplied with 
twelve machine guns each,*the num- 
ber recently adopted as the unit by 
the war department but not put in 
effect because of the lack of guns. 

3. The concentration of Gen. Persh- 
ing’s forces in Mexico so that a rescue 
expedition could reach them ina short 
time in the event of war. 


Avoid Taking a Chance. : 

From all these activities at the war de- 
partment only two conclusions can be 
reached. One of these is that the war 
department is taking, advantage of the 
present war spirit to obtain much needed 
reserve supplies of war materials and 
the other is that war is expected. 

Tt might be said that since the war and 
state departsnents are separate.in juris- 
diction that the war department has no 
efficial knowledge of the evidently peace- 
ful inclinations of the state department 
and is making preparations for the worst 
péssible contingency. It is pointed out, 
however, that this could not be true for 
the feason that one man, the president, is 


al 


‘the head of both the state and war de- 


partments, and that these miiitary activ- 
ities are being carried on with his con- 
sent. : 

Observers draw one conclusion from 
this—that while there is still hope that 
the/ Mexican trouble may be settled 
through d'plomatic channels, this hope is

BORDER DIVIDED 
IN THREE PARTS 
AS TROOPS MASS 


Funston, Pershing, and Bell to 
Command—Wilson Makes 
First Promotions. 


( By a Staff © 
Was'ington, D. C., July 3.—With the 
massing of more than 150,000 American 
troops along the Mexican border, the war 
department today divided the -1,800 mile 
frontier into three military departments. 
The order is designed to decentralize di- 
rect administration of the border in the 
interest of efficiency. 

Under the new plan Maj. Gen. Funs- 
ton will be relieved of supreme command, 
but will be at the head of one of thethree 
departments—that from the Gulf of Mex- 
ico coast to El*Paso, Tex. The second 
department, through New Mexico, will 
be commanded by Brig. Gen. Pershing. 
The third department, which is the Ari- 
zona border, will be included in the de- 
partment of the west under Maj. Gen. 
Bell. 

The new distribution of the border 
patrol clearly indicated that months of 
active service along the frontier await 
the thousands of national guardsmen 
gathering in the south from all parts of 
the country. 


Could Launch Triple Invasion. 

The war department press bureau to- 
night gave out this statement: 

“ The rumor that the war department 
is considering the appointment of a com- 
mander in chief for all field forces along 
the border and in Mexico, is purely 
speculative and has no foundation in 
fact.” 

Regarding the division of the Mexican 
border into three departments, war de-. 
partment officials said it had no signifi- 
cance as indicating preparation for war. 
Military observers, however, assert this 
division could mean only one thing—that 
if war with Mexico comes, each of the 
three generals will have charge of an 
army of invasion. They point out that 
three expeditions into Mexico are entirely 
feasible, but also point out that even if 
only two expeditions should be sent that 
these probably would. be commanded by 
Pershing and Funston. 


Wilson Makes Promotions. 
Coincident with the war department 
ubmitted 
to the senate the first: promotions under 
the army reorganization act, which pro- 
vides for an additional major general 
Brig. Gen. A. L. Mills, now chief of the 
division of militia affairs, is made a 
major general. 

President Wilson also nominated five 
colonels to become brigadier senerals.

Career of Gen. Mills. 

Gen. Mills has been in the service since 
1874. As a cavalry officer he distinguished 
himself in the Indian wars and in the 
battle of Santiago, Cuba, where he was 
severely wounded. In 1912 he served as 
president of the army war college. He 
became chief of the militia division in 
September, 1912, and in that capacity has 
had active charge of the national guard 
mobilization now in progress. 

Col. Morton returned to the United 
States last month after a two years’ detail 
in the canal zone. He entered the service 
in 1878. During the Spanish war he was 
assigned to duty with national guard 
units of the east and south, but fought 
with his regiment in the Philippines dur- 
ing the uprising of 1900. 

Col. Adams, long recognzed as an artil- 
lery expert, at present is at Fort Sill, 
Okla. His service dates from 1876, and 
he will be retired next September. 


Dodd Honored for Recent Feat. _ 
Col. Dodd, now om duty in Mewico, at- 
tracted wide attention by his cavalry 
dash at Guerrero .last March, when he 
went into a successful action against a 
superior force of bandits after a ride of 
fifty-five miles in seventeen hours. He 
won promotions for gallantry at Santiago 
and in the Philippines. 

Inasmuch as Col. Dodd will retire from 
the service on account of age on July 26, 
he will have just three weeks to serve as 
a brigadier general if the senate confirms 


‘}him on Wednesday, which is it expected 


to do. 

For a number of years Dodd has been 
recognized as the foremost cavalry leader 
in the army. | 

During his thirty-nine years of service 
Col. Plummer has filled many assign- 
ments throughout the west. He was rec- 
ommended for promotion for bravery at 
Santiago and saw sérvice in the Philip- 
pine campaign and the Vera Cruz expedi- 
tion. He now is on the Mexican border. 
Col. Townsley has just completed four 
years’ duty as superintendent of the West 
Point Military academy and is on leave. 
Both he and Col. Plummer retire in Sep- 
tember, 1919. 


El Paso as Artillery Base. 

El Paso, Tex., Jfly 3—El Paso is to be- 
come the station of a skeleton brigade of 
field artillery under the command of Col 
Adams of the Fifth field artillery, it was 
learned here tonight. Organizations to 
make up the brigade are the Fifth United 
States artillery, the First Massachusetts 
field ertillery, both of which regiments 
are here, and batteries from Connecticut 
and Rhode Island, which are expected to 
arrive shortly. 

The concentration, according to milita- 
ry men, will make El Paso the largest 
artillery station in the United States. It 
is pointed out that El Paso, being the 
largest of the border towns, is entitled to

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MEXICAN TROOPS 
CONCENTRATED 
WITH GREAT CARE 


Reports Reaching Border Show 
That Carranza Government 
Knows Science of War. 


Eagle Pass, Tex., July 3.—Mexican 
troops throughout the north of Mexico 
are being concentrated along sound mili- 
tary lines, according to close students of 
military affairs among officers here. 

News reaching the border indicates that 
the general plan followed by the Mexi- 
can commanders is to scatter small 
mobile bodies of cavalry throughout the 
country just south of the border and con- 
centrate their main forces at points some 


| distance in the interior, the location and 


railroad connections of which make pos- 
sible the speedy dispatch of troops in any 
direction and also allows of movement of 
ammunition and supplies. 

Reports indicate that this general plan 
is being followed from the Gulf of Mexico 
to the Gulf of California. Mexican troop 
movements have been almost continuous 


in some sections and it is believed that 


in some cases the same troops Wave been 
moved back and forth along a certain 
line many times. 


Provisions Scarce. 

It is remarked here as possible that 
movements of the same troops may have 
been to conceal the real number and dis- 
position of the Mexican forces or because 
the scant provisions in some places made 
such movements necessary. 

From sources regarded as reliable there 
seem to be the following possible Mexi- 


pazos, Monclava. Cuatro, 

Sierra Mojada, Torreon, Chihuahua, some 
point between Nacozari and Fronteras, 
Hermosilto, and some port on the west 
coast» 

Of these, Torreon, from its location and 
railroad advantages, probably would be 
the main base. A force at Monterey 
would be in a position to oppose an ad- 
vance from Brownsville and guard the 
line leading to Tampico. 


Design of Movement. 

The country along the east part of the 
State of Tamaulipas, between Matamoros 
and Tampico, is swampy and without a 
railroad, and is practically impassable to 
troops, so that the Monterey force could 
devote its attention to movements along 
the line of the railroad between Mo 
terey and Brownsville. 

The force at Lampazos would be avail- 
able in event of movement from Laredo, 
and could readily be switchéed to aid 
the repulse of movements originating at 
Brownsville or Eagle Pass. The Mon- 
clova garrison would attempt to hold 
the line south from Eagle Pass. 

From Cuatro Cienegas, on the east and 
Sierra Mojada, on the west, troops could 
be sent into the territory opposite to 
Big Bend district of Texas, through 
which no railroad operates. Cuatro 
Cienegas and Sierra Mojada are rallroad 
terminals, and well used trails lead from 
each into the district opposite Presidio, 
Tex. m 


Chihuahua Natural Base. 

Chihuahua City would seem a natural 
base for operations against a column 
moving into Mexico from El Paso, and 
also is so located as to feed columns 
operating in western Chihuahua in the 
direction of the line now held by Gen. 
Pershing. 

Cut off by the Sierra Madres, through 
which there are few passes available for 
troops, the Mexican forces in Sonora, it 
is believed, would be forced to conduct a 
practically separate campaign along the 
Nacozari-Fronteras line, being drawn 
across the main line of advance from 
Douglas, and those at Hermosillo, being 
available against a force marching south 
from Nogales. 

Torreon, connected by railroads with 
Mexico City, Monterey, Saltillo, Durango, 
Chihuahua, and Juarez, is so pl as 
to be the main supply station of the 
Mexican army.

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HERE'S CHANGE 
TO TAKE COURSE 
IN WAR NURSING 


Red Cross Offers Training to 
Women Organized In 
Classes. 


A special course of training for Chi- 
cago wéemen who wish to become nurses’ 
aids was inaugurated yesterday by the 
local branch of the American Red Cross. 
The lessone are fifteen in number, the first 
ten to be given by a graduate nurse and 
the last five by an officially approved 
physician. Miss Minnie H. Ahrens, who 
will have charge of the training, has 
been installed im a special office on the 
seventh floor of the Merchants’ Loan and 
Trust building. Classes of from ten to 
twenty women must be formed by as- 
pirants, for individual applications will 
not be accepted. 

Women who pass satisfactory examina~ 
tions will have their names placed on file 
at the Red Cross headquarters in Wash- 
ington and, in the event of war, will be 
assigned to hospital units or similar or- 
ganizations as they are needed. 


Still Lack $60,000 

The day’s contributions to the Red 
Cross fund for base hospitals and relief 
work among soldiers’ families amounted 
'to $7,547, raising the total thus far to 
$189,548. The goal is $250,000. 

The committee hopes to complete the 
fund this week. 

“We would urge all to send in their 
contributions as early as possibie,’’ said 
Robert J. Dunham, chairman of the 
finance committee. “ The committee is 
anxious to complete the fund so as to 
start the Red Cross work without delay. 
Contributions of $1 are as welcome as the 
larger gifts. We want the fund to repre- 
sent the generosity of all Chicago. 

‘‘ Everyone who gives a dollar now to 
this fund helps to write a return ticket 
for some soldier lad. There is something 
to be feared more than bullets, and that 
is an epidemic of sickness without proper 
hospital facilities to combat it.”

*On June 28 at & o’clock in the morn- 
ing a number of French machines took 
the air with a mission to destroy every 
balloon encountered.

During the preparatory offensive fire 
of our artillery French aviators set 
fire to thirteen captive German bal- 
loons. Two others were set on fire 
July 1. During the attack our agero- 


plane scouts were masters of the 


During this time ‘only nine 
acroplanes of the enemy showed 
themselves and not one crossed our 
lines. Of these nine machines one 
Was destroyed.

PETROGRAD, July 3.—Th capture of 
more than 2,300 prisoners and a num- 
ber of guns on various sectors of the 
eastern front is reported in an official 
statement issued by the Russian war 
office tonight. The text of the statement 
follows: 


Fierce battles continue between the 
Styr and the Stokhod and to the 
south of these rivers. On the Koptche- 
Ghelenovka-Zobary front, after gusts 
of gunfire, the Germans left their 
trenches and attempted an assault 
on our line. They were repulsed by 
our fire, 

Under the cover of a bombardment 
of extreme violence, the enemy 
opened an offensive south of Linew- 
ka, but was checked by us. We took 
prisoners sixteen officers and 800 sol- 
diers and captured nine machine 
guns. : 


Austrian Attacks Beaten Off. 

In the region of Dubilno and Za- 
turze, west of Lutak, the Austrians 
took the offensive in massed forma- 
tion, but were repulsed with heavy 
losses. We took prisoners here more 
than 700 men and captured three 
machine guns, 

East of Ougrinov, midway between 
Lutsk and Gorochow, fresh enemy 
forces held up our attack and pressed 
us closely. At this stage of the battle

German Official Statement. 


BERLIN, July 3.—The Russians have 
launched an attack against the army of 
Prince Leopold on the central section of 
the eastern front. The war office report 
of today says the Russians succeeded in

The official account of operations follows:

At many points along the front of 
Field Marshal von Hindenburg the 
enemy increased his fire and repeat- 
edly undertook advances.

Russian Attacks Repulsed, 

On the front of Prince Leopold the 
Russians attacked northeast and east 
of Gorodische and on both sides of the 
Baranovichi railway, after artillery 
preparation for four hours. A counter 
attack is now proceeding against de— 
tachments which advanced northeast 
of Gorodische, Otherwise the enemy 
was forced to retreat, leaving behind 
many killed or wounded. 

On the front of Gen. von Linsingen 
strong Russian counter attacks were 
delivered west and southwest of 
Lutsk, but failed to stop our advance. 
Large cavalry attacks broke down.

THE ARMY IS NOT EQUIPPED. 


Statements are being sent out from Washington 
and, with respect to Illinois, from Springfield, that 
the guard is equipped and that there need be no con- 
cern for the men in such particulars. If this is in- 
tended to relieve the feelings of relatives who have 
men at the front it is all right. Comment is being 
made upon the lack of equipment, not so much in 
eriticism as for the development of a public opinion 
which will bring about a change.

There has been great difficulty in getting shoes. 
German and French soldiers are equipped with an 
extra pair.

A sys- 
tem making any pretense at organization would 
have had the needed equipment for emergency in the 
lockers.

The cooking arrangements for the men are, as you 
might happen to find them, good, bad, or indifferent. 
The preparations for serving food under difficulties, 
in emergency as action, are bad because the 
government has Tearned very little from Europe in 
this respect. 

It is reported from Washington that machine guns 
will be given the guard regiments as soon as they 
reach the border. The quota of machine guns to the 
regiment adopted for American use would be re- 
garded ridiculous in Europe, but our inexcusable 
neglect has been to give the guard none at all until 
the moment of emergency. It is a gun that requires 


‘mechanical skill for its successful operation. In

No excuse for this, however it is explained, makes 
any headway against indignation. An abundance 
of machine guns in trained hands means the conserv- 
ing of life in the regiments they serve. The absence 
of them means an increase in the casualty lists. 

Cavalry and artillery, if needed for immediate 
duty, would have to go into action with green horses. 
This defect is inherent in the nature of guard cavalry 
and artillery organizations, particularly with regard 
to cavalry. The horses for so many men cannot 
be kept except at great expense. They are eating 
their heads off and needing attention which the 
trooper himself in civil life cannot give them. That 
is the explanation, but it does not change the fact 
that a cavalry or artillery organization that has not 
seen the horses to be used in action is hardly ready 
for action.

It must be understood that no first class Euro- 
pean nation would subject men organized as is the 
guard to service without at least a year’s intensive 
training. We are content if the most willing men 
we have -are exposed to additional hazards because 
we do not care enough to see that they get a square 
deal. 

All that is needed is money, from the wealthiest 
nation in the world, and the use of common sense in 
one which esteems itself the most practical.

The neutral forces that are working to block a 
railroad &trike will commit an unpardonable over- 
sight unless they give more attention to the indi- 
vidual member of the unions and some considera- 
tion to his ingelligence and common sense as a 
supposedly responsible citizen of a democratic sys- 
tem. So far they have been pounding in the dan- 
gers and the ruins that would follow a strike—to 
the public. They have awakened the public and 
they are already on the way to getting a new 
law on the statute books. ? 

This is one way of getting a sullen and crushing 
peace. It is not the way to advance the cause of 
arbitration as opposed to force in industrial differ- 
ences. It is not even a good way to settle, until 
the way more in accordance with American polit- 
ical ideals has been tried and has failed. The union 
man has the right to have a chance to have his 
measure taken; the law is rolled over his neck. 

Right now the pacific, conscientious union man 
is in a delicate situation. From what his leaders 
are saying to him he is not likely to assume that 
in the propesed strike for a 25 per cent increase 
in wages there is a buzz saw that will start when 
he starts and not finish until he and his organiza- 
tion is cut to pieces. He will have to withstand 
group pressure and being called “ yellow.” He will 
be handed a ballot giving him the chance to vote 
for or against the strike, with no way open for an 
expression on arbitration. The same leaders have 
deliberately prevented that. . 

This man has not yet been brought face to face 
with the processes of the neutral mind. He might 
not know that we don’t think he has a striking 
He is getting good money, but maybe not 
enough. That is an arbitrable case. The business 
man could tell this to him effectively, not through 
the railroads or through the labor leaders, but 
directly. It would be a smashing victory for labor 
unionism if the labor unions themselves would put 
away a temptation to gain unfairly what they 
might gain fairly. There is no telling of how much 
service the business men could be to this element 
that has already shown itself on the Illinois Cen- 
tral, the Union Pacific, and the Santa Fé railroads.

A series of investigations made by a profes- 
sor in Columbia university showed that there 
was very little harm from coffee so long as the 
dally dose did not exceed two cups of ordinary 
strength. When more than that was taken 
harm resulted. There is no specific remedy for 
coffee drinking. Like the opium and whisky 
habits, it is to be cured by force of will and not 
by medicine. Breaking the coffee habit is easy.

EMORIES of Sir Walter Scott's 
celebrated historical romance en- 
titled “‘The Bride of Lammer- 
moor " are recalled by the action 
of the baronetcy committee of 

the privy council in London, with its 
president, the Marquis of Crewe, in the 
chair, in returning a verdict in favor of 
the claim of Capt. Charles Dunbar-Hope 
to the ancient beronetcy of Dunbar of 
Baldoon, 

It was Sir David Dunbar of Baldoon, 
second baronet of his line, whose first 
marriage to Janet Dalrymple, daughter 
of the first Lord Stair, led to the tragedy 
that inspired Sir Walter Scott's world 
famed novel. . 

What is not generally known is ¢hat 
Sir David Dunbar recovered from the ter- 
rible wounds inflicted upon him on his 
wedding night, preswnably by the third 
Lord Rutherford, ex-tiancé of the “‘ Bride 
of Lammermoor," and lived to marry, 
five years later, that is to say, in 1674, 
Lady Helenor Montgomerie, daughter of 
the seventh Earl of Eglington, although 
no record of this union appears in the 
pages of Burke's ‘‘ Peerage’ or in any 
other of the modern works of reference. 

Evidence of the existence of this union 
in the shape of the original marriage con- 
tract and of the recorded provision for 
the bestowal of certain lands by Lord 
Eglington on his daughter in the way of 
dowry were produced before the baronet- 
age committee of the privy counctl in 
support of Capt. Charles Dunbar-Hope’s 
claim. 

By this marriage with Lady Helenor, 
Sir David Dunbar of Baldoon, who died 
in 1682, left two children, David and 
Mary. The only son, David, died a minor 
in 1685, and the daughter, Mary Dunbar 
of Baldoon, heiress of the Baldoon estates 
and of the Baldoon baronetcy—which by 
special remainder descend through the 
female as well as in the male line—mar- 
ried Lord Basil Hamilton, sixth son of the 
Duke and Duchess of Hamilton. Their 
two sons succeeded in turn to the Baldoon 
estates and baronetcy, the yonger one’s 
son becoming fourth Barl of Selkirk, as 
heir to his granduncle. : 

In this way the baronetcy and the es- 
states of Baldoon, in Wigtownshire, 
passed through a number of different 
families which it would take too long to 
enumerate here. But itis on the strength 
of this descent on the distaff side of the 
house that Capt. Charles Dunbar-Hope 
of the British army has laid successful 
claim to the baronetcy of Dunbar of 
Baldoon, created by Charles II. tn the 
third year after his restoration in behalf 
of the then Laird of Baldoon, who was 
one of the greatest. land owners In Scot- 
land and a sort of pioneer in agriculture. 

The estate of Baldoon first came into 
the Dunbar family through its bestowal 


by James V. upon Archibald Dunbar, eld- 


est son of the second marriage of Sir John 
Dunbar, chancellor of Scotland. 

The Dundbars have royal blood in their 
veins, for among their ancestors is John 
Dunbar, Earl of Moray, who married 
Princess Margaret, daughter of King 


‘Robert II. of Scotland. Another of their 


forbears is Maldred, brother of Shakes- 
peare’s “ gracious” Duncan I., king of 
the Scota, while still another is Etheired 
Il., king of Engiand.

There are no leas than five other Dun- 
bar baronetcies in addition to that of Bal- 
doon which has now been restored to the 
roster of baronets. One of them is held 
by Sir George Alexander Drummond . 
Dun, in Banffishire, who recently led to 
the altar, in London, Miss Sophie Ken- 
nedy, only daughter of Mr. and Mrs. 
James Benson Kennedy of New York. 
Another Dunbar baronet is Sir William 
Cospatrick Dunbar of Mochrum, in Wig- 
townshire, who was for many years un- 
der secretary for Scotland and after- 
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wards register general for England. 

Then there is Capt. Sir Archibald Ed- 
ward Dunbar of the Twelfth West York- 
shire regiment, now at the front in 
France. He is known as Sir Archibald 
Dunbar of Hempritts. 

Sir Frederick Dunbar is distinguished 
from the other baronets of his name by 
the addition of the words “of Boath ” 
thereto. 

Still another Dunbar baronet is Capt. 
Sir George Duff Sutherland Dunbar, for- 
merly of the Indian army and now com- 
mandant of the Assam military police. 
His baronetcy, like that of Sir Charles 
Dunbar-Hope of Baldoon, is descendable 


to “ heirs whatsoever,” and is, therefore, | 


allowed to descend through. but not to, 
females. 

* Although the first wife of the second of 
the Dunbar baronets of Baldoon is known 
through Sir Walter Scott in the realms 
of romance and also on the operatic stage 
as “ The Bride of Lammermoor,” yet in 
the annals of¢he houses of Dalrymple, of 
the Dunbars, and of the other old families 
of the Scotish aristocracy, she figures as 
‘“‘the Bride of Baldoon.”

According to Sir Robert Dalrymple E!- 
phinstone’s letter printed in the Edin- 
burgh Evening Post, dated Sept. 21, 1829, 
apropos of the then recent publication of 
Sir Walter Scott's novel dealing with the 
tragedy, Janet Dalrymple had been 
forced by her terribly masterful mother 
to relinquish the third Lord Rutherford, 
to whom she had solemnly plighted her 
troth, and to wed instead Sir David Dun- 
bar of Baldoon. 

Sir Robert states that the result of the 
marriage was nearly, if not exactly, as 
related in the novel. On the marriage 
night a frightful tumult and screams 
were heard to proceed from the bridal 
chamber, and when the door was forced 
open the bridegroom, Sir David Dunbar, 
was found on the floor weltering tn his 
blood, stabbed in a dozen different places, 
while the bride was shivering in a corner, 
a raving maniac, in which condition she 
continued until her death less than a 
month afterwards.

According to some of the stories cur- 
rent at the time, Dunbar was stabbed by 
his bride, while according to others—and 
it is noteworthy that Sir Robert Elphin- 
stone, a great-grandnephew of the bride, 
inclines to this opinion in his letter—the 
injuries were inflicted by Lord Ruther- 
ford, who, with the connivance of some 
servant, had managed to secret himself 
in the bridal chamber and who hurled 
himself on Sir David as soon as the latter 
entered the room. Certain it is that Lord 
Rutherford [whom Sir Walter Scott de- 
scribes as “ Ravenswood ") disappeared 
from Scotland immediately afterwards 
and is understood to have taken service in 
the Russian army and to have been killed 
while fighting under the Muscovite flag. 

The mother of the Bride of Baldoon, 
and mother, therefore, also of the Glencoe 
Earl of Stair, who was responsible for 
the Glencoe massacre, is to this day re- 
garded as having been a woman of such 
cruelty and cleverness that she was cred- 
tied with the possession of “ necromantic 
gifts”’’ and as being tn league with the

GOMTENDS REFORM NEEDED. 


“Put back the merit clause’’ is the 
word of the “committee of fifteen on 
school affairs’ to the board of education. 

The committee met yesterday at the 
City club and adopted a statement of 
principles with recommendations to the 
poard of education and the teachers, 

The committee suggested to the board 


\< 


tis 


that it organize a system in the superin- 
tendent's office for the ‘‘ testing and pro- 
moting of teachers "’ which is to be en- 
forced without discrimination because of 
religion, politics, or fnembership in any 
organization. The establishment of pro- 
fegsional standards is urged upon the 
teachers. As a final recommendation, the 
committeé suggested the organization of 
a “public education association,’’ to co- 
operate with both teachers and the board 
of education. 


Statement of Committee. 

The statement of the committee fol- 
lows: | 

“A public education association is a 
organization which has for its purpose 
the cultivation of community intelligence 
regarding the conduct of our schools and 
aggressive steps toward the improvement | 
of school work. ; 

“It is dificult at a time like this to pro- 
ject such an organization without involv- 


ing itin @ partisan situation. It is there- \_ 


fore the first duty of this committee to 
fhake it clear that the public education 
association is an entirely new and alto- 
gether independent organization. Its one 
aim is the betterment of the schools. 

“Even before the consummation of the 
organization a committee can expresg 
the broad purpose of the association by 
ss & way out of the present diffi- 
culty,

“The present situation is not to be 
considered by itself. The enormous ex- 
pansion of the public school system of 
Chicago has created in rapid succession

HETTY GREEN, 
WORLD'S RICHEST 
WOMAN, IS DEAD 


Succumbs to Paralytic Strokes 
in New York—Leaves a 
Vast Fortune. 


WAS WIZARD OF FINANCE, 


New York, July 3—Mrs. Hetty Green, 
known as the world’s wealthiest woman, 
who was 80 years old, died here today. 
She had suffered three strokes of paraly- | 
sis during the last two months and for 
several weeks had been practically help- 
less, 

Her death occurred at 8:05 o’clock at 
the home of her son, Col. Kdward H. R. 
Green, at No. 5 West Ninetieth street. 
Both Mrs. Wilks, her daughter, and Col. 
Green, her son, were at her bedside when 
she died. 

Notwithstanding that she had suffered 

aralytic strokes, the end was rather 
sudden, for yesterday Mrs. Green seemed 
in tter spirits and instructed her sec- 
rethry to tell inquiring friends that she 
Was “feeling extremeiy well.” 


Wheel Chair Her Home. 

For several weeks Mrs. Green had 
been unable to walk and had spent prac- 
tically all of her time in a wheel chair. 
The nurses occasionally lifted her into 
her automobile, where, propped up by 
pillows and protected by furs, the mis- 
tress of finance enjoyed a few afternoons 
in the park. 

Wall street’s estimates of Mrs. Green's 
fortune range from $20,000,000 to*$100,- 
000,000. Officials of the Chemical! Nation- 
al bank, in which Mrs. Green once made 
her downtown headquarters, declined to 
guess the size of her estate. Until a few 
years ago Mrs. Green was a familiar 
figure in the financial! district, but lately 
her appearance there was infrequent. 


Owner of Southern Land. 

Mrs. Green was also the reputed owner 
of large tracts of land in Texas, Alabama, 
and other southern states, but it is 
thought that she sold the last of these 
holdings a few years ago. 

The death of Mrs. Green will release 
for distribution among a large number 
of persons scattered over the United 
States and abroad a trust fund said to 
amount to about 81,500,000. This is the 
residuary estate of her aunt, Sylvia Ann 
Howland;/to be divided among the Pineal 
descendants of Mrs. Green's great-grand- 
father, Gideon Howland of Dartmouth, 
Mass.

REMARKABLE WOMAN’SCAREER 

Hetty Green wes born in New bedford, 
Mass, “‘in November, 1834, about the 
29th,’’ according to her testimony at one 
time in court. She was a descendant on 
her mother’s side of Henry Howland, 
brother of Pilgrim John Howland of the 
Mayflower. 

She was just 30 years old when her 
father died suddenly, leaving her his nine 
millions, one million outright and the in- 
come from the other eight, the principal 
to be held in trust for her children. 

Almost at the same time that her father 
died, her aunt, Sylvia Ann Howland, 
passed away, leaving several million dol- 
lars. The division of the aunt’s estate, 
however, was not as expected. Three 
years after the aunt’s death Hetty Green 
appeared in the United States Circuit 
court in Masachusetts with a will which 
she wanted substituted for the one al- 
ready probated. 


Court Fight for Fortune. 

This will was in Mrs. Green’s own hand- 
writing, and some of the most famous 
experts. of the day declared under oath 
their belief that the two signatures it con- 
tained were not made by the aunt but 
were traced by Hetty Green herself over 
an original signature of Syivia Ann How- 
land. 

The litigation is one ef the most famous 
in court annals. After an expense of 
$172,000 the case was dismissed on a tech- 
nicallity. An appeal was made to the 
Supreme court of the United States, but 
while this was pending a private settle- 
ment was reached. 

She married in 1867. Her husband was 
Edward H. Green, who was United States 
consul general in Manila, where he had 
made a fortune in the silk trade. He died 
in 1902 after having lost most of his mony 
in Wall street. 

While never intensely religious, she was 
a frequent attendant at Quaker meetings, 
and only a few years ago she, like her 
daughter, was baptized in the Episcopal 
church. ;
